Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Fukusho '609. 

The previous rejection still applies. 

Claims 17-20, 22-25, 27 and 28 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Contrary to applicant's assertions, the light shielding films 16 and 17 of Fukusho are not 
formed over light receiving portions. Applicant has erroneously construed regions 10 to 
be light receiving portions whereas the proper light receiving portions are at 1 . Read the 
specification. Regions 8 and 9 at area 1 in Fukusho comprise the light responsive 
photodiode. Clearly in every device of this type the light reflecting films do not and 
cannot cover the photodiode area or else no light would reach the photodiode and the 
device would not work. Applicant's arguments are thus completely unconvincing of 
patentability.
